Washington, April ¢6—Methods of 
@nancing the war with Germany and 
ef extending huge loans to the allies 
eonstituted one of the chief subjects 
g@onsidered at today's cabinet meeting. 

Indications -are that the first year’s 
@emands upon the financial resources 
ef the country will run far in excess of 
the 88,500, 000, 000 already asked of con- 
gress and may approximate $5,000,- 
000,000. 

Bond issues already authorized also 
were discussed. These total $474,000,- 
000, including the $224,000,000 of Pan- 
ama canal bonds authorized, but not 
fesued. Announcement by Secretary 
McAdoo as to the details of one or 
more of these issues is expected short- 
ly, possibly within 24 hours. 

Ce-Operation With Allies. 

Financial and other co-operation 
with entente governments is one of the 
chief topics under consideration by the 
Council of National Defense, and plans 
looking to the issuance of loans to the 
allies are expected to take definite 
form within the near future. Opinions 
as to the amount of the first loan vary 
between $500,000,000 and $5,000,000,000. 

An official deputation from Great 
Britain, probably one from France and 
possibly others from other allied gov- 
yernments will visit the United States 
“shortly to assist in formulating a de- 
. mite program adequate to meet the 
most pressing needs of the allies and 
at the same time imposing as light « 
burden as possible upon this country. 

Gecretary McAdoo, members of the 
house ways and means committee and 
Chairman Simmons, of the senate 
finance committee, will begin confer- 
ences tomorrow on the problem of 
méeting the war needs of this country. 

It seemed likely tonight that a heavy 
percentage of the war bill will be 
raised by greatly increased taxation, 
and that whatever bond issues are nec- 
essary will be placed through the fed- 
eral reserve board or raised by popu- 
lar subscription, or by both methods, 
and that there would be no appeal 
whatever to the big private banking 
interests of the country to underwrite 
any part of the issue. 

Revision of Income Tax. 

Radical revision of the present in- 
come tax is considered as among the 
probabilities of the war revenue meas- 
ure to be placed before congress. This 
revision will probably concern both ex-

Tallahassee, Fla., April 6.— William 
Jennings Bryan, three times candidate 
for president, and former secretary of 
state, today sent this message to Pres- 
ident Wilson:

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President Wilson Signs the 
Resolution of Congress De- 
claring the Existence of 
State of War. 


Washington, April 6-—The United 
States today accepted Germany's chal- 
lenge to war and formally abandoned 
its place as the greatest neutral of @ 
world in arms. 

President Wilson at 1:18 (official 
time) o'clock this afternoon signed 
the resolution of congress declaring 
the existence of a state of war and 
authorizing and directing the chief ex- 
ecutive to employ all the resources of 
the nation to prosecute hostilities 
against the German government to a 
successful termination.

Word was flashed immediately to all 
army and navy stations and to ves- 
sels at sea, and orders for further pre- 
cautionary steps withheld until the 
last moment were dispatched. 

By proclamation the president an- 
nounced the state of war, called upon 
all citizens to manifest their loyalty 
and assured Germans in this country 
that they would not be molested as 
long as they behaved themselves. Or- 
ders were issued soon afterward for 
the arrest of sixty ringleaders in Ger- 
man plots and intrigues. 


NAVY PLACED 
ON WAR FOOTING. 


Complete mobilization of the navy, 
calling all reserves and militia to the 
colors, was ordered by Secretary Dan- 
lels as soon as the war resolution was 


signed. The war. department, already 
having taken virtually every step con- 
templated before raising of a real war 
army is authorized, waited on con- 
gress. Secretary Baker conferred with 
Chairman Dent, of the house military 
committee, and abranged to appear be- 
fore the. committee tomorrow to dis- 
cuss the general staff army plane and 
consider the war budget of more than 
three billions. 

The president went over all of the 
great preparatory measures with the 
cabinet, discussing what has been ac- 
complished and dwelling, it is under- 
stood, upon arrangements for co-op- 
eration with the entente allies against 
the common enemy. Plans for co-op- 
eration are said to have taken very 
definite shape, though there will be 
no announcement on the subject for 
the present. 

The seizure of German ships laid up 
in American harbors was the subject 
of interested comment, and legal of- 
ficers df the government began consid- 
eration of the question of whether the 
United States can confiscate the ships 
outright or must pay for them after 
the war. In any event, as soon as they 
can be. made seaworthy the fine mer- 
chant fleet thus acquired will give 
America a merchant marine that could 
not be duplicated in several years and 
add more than 600,000 to the tonnage 
available for the transportation of 
Supplies and munitions to the allies. 

Both houses of congress have ad- 
journed over until Monday so that 
their committees may be free tomorrow 
— preliminary work on war legisla- 
ion. 

Word that King George and Presi- 
dent Poincare had dispatched messages 
of congratulation to President Wilson 
was received unofficially. Only unof- 
ficial information, also, came concern- 
ing the action of President Menocal, 
of Cuba, in recommending a declara- 
tion of war against Germany by Cuba,

Foreign relationships of the United 
States today underwent the greatest 
change in the country’s history, sweep- 
ing away practically all the interna- 
tional questions of the past two years 
and substituting entirely new prob- 
lems. As a result, the state depart- 
ment is being entirely reorganized and 
the great mass of routine which has 
overwhelmed even the highest officials 
is to be redistributed along new lines. 

An enormous amount of work ie ex- 
pected in the near future, with various 
commissions, military, economic and 
diplomatic going back and forth be- 
tween this country and its allies. 
There will be endless communications 
on matters of common interest.

The opinion prevails among members 
of the ways and means committee that 
the government’s revenue from this 
source alone could be brought without 
undue hardship to anyone up to $1,000,- | 
000,000 annually and possibly exceed 
this sum. The income tax at present 
rates will yield approximately $325,- 
000,000. 

Revision of the excess profits tax 
likewise seems certain. The present 
measure allows an exemption on $5,000 
and taxes net earnings of corporations 
in excess of 8 per cent annually. At the 
rate of 8 per cent this is designed to 
yield $226,000,000 annually. Experts as- 
signed to the task of devising meth- 
ods of increasing the government’s in- 
come have recently been studying 
somewhat similar methods of taxation 
in Great Britain and France and par- 
allel measure in effect in Canada, 
which imposes taxes up to 25 per cent 
of net earnings. 

One estimate is that the government 
could obtain $1,000,000,000 annually 
from this source instead of the $226,- | 
000,000 contemplated under the present 
law. 

Other proposals include 
taxation on whisky, beer and tobacco, | 
and revision of the estates tax.

GERMAN PLOTTERS 


“ORDERED ARRESTED 


Government Moves Against 
Sixty Conspirators—Thou- 
| sands of German Reservists 
| Are Being Watched. 


Washington, April 6.—The arrest of 
sixty alleged ringleaders in German 
plots, conspiracies and machinations in 
the United States was ordered today 
by Attorney General Gregory imme- 
diately after President Wilson had 
signed the war resolution. 

Every man whose arrest was ordered 
is a German citizen, is known by the 
department of justice, it was authori- 
tatively stated, to have participated ac- 
tively in German intrigues in this coun- 
try, and is regarded as a dangerous 
person to be at large. 

Bail will be refused in each case, it 
was said, and the entire group will be 
locked up, unless there is a change in 
the present lawa, for the duration of 
the war. . 

Indications are that a number of oth- 
er arrests will be ordered within the 
next few days. 

The men are placed in three groups: 

Those who have been convicted of 
violation of American neutrality in fur- 
thering German plots of various sorts 
and are at liberty under bond awaiting 
the action of higher courts; those who 
have been indicted by federal grand ju- 
ries for similar offenses and are at 
liberty under bond waiting trial, and 
persons neither indicted nor convicted, 
but whose activities have been under 
long surveillance by the secret service 
or the department’s bureau of investi- 
gation. 

Thousands of Germans Watched. 

For the first time in more than a 
century arrests of alien enemies under 
the attorney general's order will be 
made without reference to the courts 
or obtaining warrants. The president is 
empowered to adopt this course in time 
of war under an act of congress passed 
in 1798, and not invoked since the 
war with Great Britain in 1812. 

The department has under strict sur- 
veillance thousands of German reserv- 
ists resident in the United States who 
are suspected of having been connect- 
ed with 28 already brought to Unt 
with plots abandoned before perfectlon, 
or who have been active in German 
propaganda or because of their accen- 
tuated leanings toward the German 
government are regarded as likely te 
work against the interests of the Unit- 
ed States during the war. 

How many German reservists ate res- 
idents of the United States, a high of- 
ficial said tonight, has never been ac- 
curately determined, and is wr red a 
matter of conjecture. This official's 
belief was that the number ranged be- 
tween 150,000 and 200,000. The great 
majority, it was said, are men in mid- 
dle life, or beyond, or men who have 
been in this country for so many years 
that their sympathies in the present 
struggle are considered virtually as 
having been transplanted to the United 
States. 

There is, however, it was said, an 
army of between 15,000 and 18,000 
young German reservists in this coun, 
try in the prime of lifé who have been 
here so short a time—not more than 
from three to five years—that they may 
be properly regarded as potential 
sources of trouble. Upon this army the 
secret service and the bureau of inves- 
tigation have concentrated much of 
their energy. . 

For obvious reasons the department of 
justice withheld the names of persons 
ordered apprehended today, but it was 
said that virtually all of them could be 
classed as quasi-officials of the Ger- 
man government. Many of them, it is 
alleged. were instrumentalities through 
which Captains Boy-Ed and Von Papen 
carried out their activities in this coun- 
try against the allies. A few of the 
number, it was said, could properly be 
classed as spies. 


No Liberation Under Bond, 


The department is prepared to con- 
test to the highest court any effort 
made to obtain the liberation under 
bond or by habeas corpus proceedings, 
of the men ordered arrested today. 
The manner in which the arrests were 
ordered made—by United States mar- 
shals forthwith, without reference to 
the courts—is a purely war time step. 
unauthorized in time of peace, and 
there are but two precedents on the 
statute books to guide legal authorities 
in the fight in the courts which is ex- 
pected to follow. 

These precedents concern one man, 
Charles ckington, a British subject, 
residing in Philadelphia at the out- 
break of the war of 1812. In conformi- 
ty with President Madison’s proclama- 
tion requiring all alien enemies living 
within forty miles of tidewater to re- 
port their presence to the nearest Unit- 
ed States marshal, Lockington reported 
to the marshal at Philadelphia, and was 
removed to Reading, where he was 
given limited liberty under parole. 
Later he was found at large in Phila- 
delphia and apvealed to the courts 
| against the order to convey him back 
to Reading. 

His case came up first in the Penn- 
svlvania courts and later before Jus- 
tice Washington, who sustained the 
president’s action under the act of 1798 
in an opinion in which he said: 

“The power of the president under 
the first section of the law to establish 
by his proclamation or other public acts 
rules and regulations for apprehending, 
restraining. securing and removing 
allen enemies, under the circumstances 
stated in the section, appears to me to 
be as unlimited as the legislature could 
make it.” 

The case was never carried to the 
supreme court of the United States, and 
the ancient law has, therefore, never 
been passed upon by the highest court 
of record.

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TROUBLE AT HOME 


America’s Entry Into War 
Increased the Demand for 
More Democratic Basis of 
Government in Germany. 


Copenhagen, April 6.—(Via London.) 
America’s entry into the war evidently 
has had an immediate and strong ef- 
fect upon the reform movement in 
Germany. The conviction that the in- 
stant modernization of the Prussian 
constitution and the proclamation of a 
more democratic basis of government 
and diplomacy in the empire, without 
waiting for the end of the war, is 
necessary as a military and political 
measure to counteract the “tempest 
ef the world’s public opinion,” as The 
Vorwaerts puts it, is evidently gaining 
ground in ail except reactionary circles. 


Peace Without Aunecexation. 


The demand that Germany follow the 
example of Austria-Hungary and de- 
clare itself in favor of a peace without 
annexation is heard from moderate 
liberal ag well as trum socialist quar- 
ters. This demand no longer represents 
alone the belief of many thinking per- 
sons that annexation, except for slight 
frontier alterations, would be against 
the real interests of Germany, but also 
the realization that after the United 
States joined the ranks of the enemy 
the time had assed when Germany 
could hope to dictate terms of peace or 
even moderate terms. 8 

The Associated Press correspondent 
heard this view in even gioomier terms 
from various sides in Germany at the 
time of. the rupture of relations be- 
tween the United States and Germany, 
namely, that if the United States de- 
cided to take an active part in the 
war, Germany could no longer hope to 
* a victory. but, after holding out 
or a year and a half or two years, 
must inevitably submit to the économic 
pressure of the blockade. 

Significant evidence of this change 
in sentiment is given by yesterday’s 
leader in The Vorwaerts on ‘“‘America— 
the Enemy.” The Vorwaerts, which 
only a few days ago characterized the 
reform movement as a questton of sec- 
ondary importance to that of securing 
peace with Russia and attracted wide 
attention by an article arguing that 
even the socialists were not working 
against Germany's monarchist govern- 
ment, now swings around and declares 
that the adaptation of the antiquated 
constitutional forms in Germany to 
those prevalent in the rest of the civ- 
jlized world is the vital and burning 
question of the hour. 

What Germans Fight Fer. 


The newspaper says: 

»The German nation is fighting for 
the defense of its homes and hearts 
and not for antiquated conditions whose 
reform long has been promised and 
which must di ear immediately in 
order to counteract the tempest of the 
world’s public opinion based on the 
belief that Germany is a tyrant and 
despotic conqueror and that its ene- 
mies are the harbingers of liberty.” 

The Vorwaerts speaks of the reat 
strength of America as a peace-making 
poWer and points out that without its 
co-operation at the peace conference 
it would be impossible to secure the 
possibilities for economic develop- 
ment which Germany will so sorely 
need after the war. It concludes by 
saying that the most urgent need of 
the hour is the organization of the na- 
tional defense under the auspices of 
aweeping reforms and the clearest and 
moet definite announcement of the na- 
tion’s intention to conduct the war; 
not for conquest, but only to foil the 
hostile: designs of annexation and to 
end it immediately when the enemy 
denounces such designs. 

Reactionaries Alarmed. 


President Wilson’s appeal for a 


democracy in Germany seemingly has 
created much apprehension in conser- 
vative circles in Germany ,judged by 
the energy with which the nationalist 
and reactionary newspapers are cam- 
paining against it. Whe a 

Count von Reventlow in The Tages 
Zeitung again returns to the attack 
against the concept built up, as he pre- 
viously sxplained, on a false version 
of President Wilson’s remarks on | 
earlier dynastic wars. He devotes a 
second article to the Russian features 
treated of in the president's message, 
concentrating on this point, dictated by 
international political consideration, 
namely, the need to stand against the 
stormy demand for reform in those in- 
ner political conditions the maintenance 
of which bulk larger to many Prus- 
sian conservatives than the winning of 
the war. 

Germany's foes, Count von Revent- 
low wries, evidently counted that 
America’s participation in the war 
would make the deepest impression on 
Germany, not only robbing the Ger- 
mans of their confidence of victory, but 
also bringing about a predominance in 
Germany of the spirit of liberty “which 
each of our enemies regarded as right- 
ly, as equivalent to the destruction of 
Germany as a power. 

Count von Reventlow finds that the 
events in Russia can be “wonderful and 
hearting,” only in this sense and in 
that of the opening of a fleld for the 
investment of American capital. Oth- 
erwise, he says, the developments can 
only discourage the entente, since the 
Russian military effort can in no cir- 
cumstances be made stronger and prob 
ably will be much weakened thereby, 
and the prospect of unlimited chaos in 
opened.

With 82 infantry and four cavalry 
divisions to be organized, there would 
be at least 86 major generals and three 
times that number of brigadiers to be 
selected and commissioned, with colo- 
nels and majors in proportion.

Wilson Appreves Army Plan. 

In a statement approving the army 
plan presented to congress by the war 
department, President Wilson said that

seemed to require the arming of the 
nations.” F 

The president’s statement follows: 

“The principle embodied in the legis- 
lation presented by the war department 
to the military committees of the sen- 
ate and house have my entire approval, 
and its specific recommendations em- 
body the best judgment of the officers 
of the war department. 

“It proposes to raise the forces neces- 
sary to meet the present emergency by 
bringing the regular army and the na- 
tional guard to war strength and by 
adding the additional forces which will 
now be needed, so that the national 
army will comprise three elements, the 
regular army, the national guard, and 
the so-called ad 
a first 500,000 are to be authorized im- 
mediately and later increments of the 
same size as they may be needed. 

“In order that all these Yorces may 
comprise a single army, the term of 
enlistment in the three is equalized and 
will be for the period of the emergency. 
Securing the Men. 


“The necessary men will be secured 
for the regular army and the national 
guard by volunteering, as at present, 
until, in the judgment of the president, 
a resort to a selective draft is desir- 
able. The additional forces, however, 
are to be raised by selective draft from 
men ranging in age from 18 to 25 years. 
The quotas of the several states in all 
of these forces will be in proportion 
to their population.

Thomas county has just held a vitally im- 
portant election, with the dipping vat the 
issue. 

And, be it said to the credit of the people 
of that county, their verdict was emphat- 
ically that the cattle tick must gol 

Thomas is a representative Georgia 
county, in which stock-raising is an im- 
portant industry, and in which a large ele- 
ment of its citizens previously had bitterly 
opposed the compulsory dipping of cattle 
for the eradication of the Texas fever tick, 
Even acts of violence, in the form of the 
dynamiting of dipping vats, had been re- 
sorted to by a few fanatical opponents of 
the dipping law. 

Both sides—the pro-dipping and the anti- 
dipping elements—finally agreed to leave the 
matter to a vote of the people, and they have 
voted overwhelmingly for enforcement of 
the dipping regulations. 

Any other result of the election would 

have been a reproach against Thomas 
county; but as it is, the popular verdict de 
notes a commendable spirit of enterprise 
and progress.

Altogether commendable, as well as en- 
couraging, is the interest J. J. Brown, com- 
missioner of agriculture, has . manifested 
publicly on behalf of a state-wide application 
of the eradicatory method. He said before 
the cattlemen’s convention in Atlanta that 
his department would “press a bill in the 
next session of the legislature to conduct a 
state-wide campaign to eradicate the cattle 
tick,” and that “the state would be freed of 
the pest within two years after such a bill 
was passed.“ 

So long as the matter is left to individual 
county action, and even one county holds 
out and refuses to dip—thence to continue 
contamination of the cattle in all surround. 
ing counties—the end oan never be attained. 

It took a public official of force, selt- 
assertiveness and sincerity to take the stand 
upon this issue that Commissioner Brown has 
taken. The average electivé officehoider 
would, for political reasons, prefer to remain 
“neutral” on this dipping vat proposition, 
because unquestionably there are many un- 
progressive voters in the outlying districts 
who are opposed to it and who would vote 
against it. So Mr. Brown is to be doubly 
praised for his candid, eminently proper and 
courageous stand.
